LYDIA LEE HAUSEY 

"Mary Lydia Lee 
Hausey is loved by all 
because of her unusual 
ability to care for the ill 
and aged." This quote 
was lifted from the 


book ‘‘How Beautiful 
Upon the Mountains’’. 
That book was publish- 
ed by the Wasatch 
County Daughters of 
Utah Pioneers in 1963. 

When I went to 
interview Lydia on 
June 29, 1979, she sat 
in a chair partly sur- 
rounded by many well 
cared for house plants. 
She had her cane near 
by, and looked her 
nicest well groomed 
self, as we all remem- 
ber her. She was 
waiting for her ne- 
phew, Kennith Lee and 
his wife, to take her to 
town for shopping. 

Lydia was one of the 
7 children born to 
Orson Henry and Ra- 
chel Ann Jones Lee, 
she was born April 15, 
1889 in Heber, Utah. 
She spent her early life 
on a farm. at Elkhorn, 
now known as Hail- 
stone. The farm was 
just above the Jor- 
danell North of the 
Provo River. In those 
days, the farms and 
homes in that area 
were comífortable;-weli- 
kept properties. 

Lydia attended sch- 
‘ool in Wasatch County, 
and was known to be a 
good student. 

Three years before 
her marriage, Lydia 
worked as a waitress in 
the Denver - Salt Lake 
R.R. Restraunt in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. It was 
there that she. met 
George Henderson 
Hausey known as Jack 
to his friends; he was 
from Batton Rouge, La. 


His work was with the 
Railroad. They were 
married on September 
20, 1920 in LeGrand, 
Oregon. 

Since his death, Feb. 
27, 1950, she has lived 
in Heber City, Utah. 
During these interven- 
ing years Lydia was the 
first to open a “Rent 
Home” for the elderly 
in Wasatch County, she 
made the ‘‘Ladies’’ 
happy by letting them 
do as much as they 
were capable of doing 
for themselves and one 
another, she promoted 
good feelings and a 
sense of pride in each 
person who came to 
live with the group. 
They moved to her 
home on Ist West 
where there was more 
room, and she contin- 
ued to care for the 
ladies until she was 
80% years old and had 
to retire. 

While living away 
from Utah, Lydia kept 
up with her church 
work. 

When the church 
was first organized in 
St. Louis Obispo, Cal- 
if., she was the first 
Relief Society Presid- 
ent. Since returning to 
Utah, she has served in 
each of the Auxiliary 

izationspof=the 
LDS church. She was, 
also, an active charter 
member of the Utah 
Valley Garden Club. 

At age 90, . Lydia 
keeps her own home 
nice and enjoys having 
afternoon visits with 
her friends and rela- 
tives who are so kind to 
her.
